Description 

Tile-Tex is composed entirely of inert materials. The major 
ingredients are natural asphalt and other bitumens of high- 
est melt point and quality, asbestos fibers and pure mineral 
pigments; these are combined with the necessary blending 
agents. All raw materials are under complete and com- 
petent laboratory control. The knowledge and experience 
necessary to produce successfully a uniform product are 
available. 

Manufacturing 

A well equipped factory operates twenty-four hours per 
day to meet demand and maintain adequate stocks. Re- 
serve production facilities are provided for emergency 
periods, insuring prompt shipping and installation service. 
The ingredients are thoroughly amalgamated through the 
medium of heat and pressure and in sheet form are cal- 
endered to a uniform thickness. These sheets are cut by 
a special process to accurate, rectangular tile with sharp, 
clean edges. 

Installation Facilities 

Tile-Tex is installed by competent, approved resilient floor 
contractors located at strategic points throughout the coun- 
try, aided by the supervision of experienced factory repre- 
sentatives. 

Factory representatives are available for localized archi- 
tectural service. 

Tile Thickness 

Tile-Tex is made in three standard thicknesses — Vo, ra, 
and l A in. Special thicknesses will be made to order, 
provided such orders are of sufficient size to warrant their 
production. 

Tile Styles 

Tile-Tex is furnished in the following shapes and sizes: 

Standard sizes— 6x12 in., 6x18 in., 9x9 in., 9x18 in,, 9x27 in., 
12x12 in., 12x24 in., 18x18 in., 18x24 in. 

Special sizes — 3x3 in., 3x6 in., 4x4 in., 4V , 2x4 1 /2 in., 4x12 in., 
6x6 in., and No. 87 hexagonal (6 in. on a side). 

Feature Strips — Cut to order in multiples of Vz in. from V2 
to 3 in. 

Colors 

Tile-Tex offers a complete color range of over sixty plain 
and marbleized effects. See color charts on pages 4 and S 
and design suggestions on pages 6 and 7. 



1. Resilience and foot comfort — Tile-Tex is ideally suited for 
use where quiet is desired. Its resilience is enduring be- 
cause no oxidation or hardening is possible. It is extremely 
comfortable under foot, and a boon to those who must 
stand all day long. 

2. Durability under severe service — Tile-Tex floors were first 
laid seventeen years ago. Original installations are still 
giving good service and will continue to do so for a long 
time to come. In schools, stores, lobbies and corridors 
where traffic is severe Tile-Tex will perform admirably. 

3. Moisture-resistant — Tile-Tex, resistant to moisture, can be 
laid at or below grade on sound concrete floors that have 
not been waterproofed for dampness. Defective concrete 
sub-floors are not satisfactory as a base for Tile-Tex. 

4. Stain- and scar-resistant — Ink, iodine and other sources of 
stain have no detrimental effect on Tile-Tex Floor Tile. 
Burning matches or lighted cigarettes leave no permanent 
scar. 

5. A safe, non-slip surface — Unlike other types of tile, Tile- 
Tex is non-slip, even when wet. It provides a safe, sure 
footing, and for this reason is widely specified for use in 
schools, stores, offices, and corridors. 

6. Highly fire-resistant — Tests by Columbia University, New 
York City, show Tile-Tex to be substantially incombustible. 
Compared with other types of resilient floor tile it ranks 
highest as a fire-resistant. 

7. An efficient electrical insulator — Tile-Tex is also an elec- 
trical insulator, having exceptional dielectric strength. 

3. Easy to maintain — Since the surface of Tile-Tex is so smooth 
and closely textured it does not originate dust- — -mainte- 
nance is simple and inexpensive. An occasional mopping 
with mild soap and water is sufficient. Where a wax sur- 
face is desired, we recommend the use of Tile-Tex Water 
Wax. 

9. Colors permanent — Tile-Tex color and beauty are perma- 
nently embedded in each tile. 

10. Harmonious color effects— The many color combinations 
possible with sixty-two plain and marbleized effects make 
it easy to satisfy every taste. Harmony with every color 
scheme is available. When planning your floor make it 
beautiful with Tile-Tex. 

1 1 . New, improved flexibility — Tile-Tex is now manufactured 
sufficiently flexible for successful application on good wood 
sub-floors as well as on cement sub-floors. It molds itself 
to uneven surfaces without fracturing or straining the tile. 

12. Rigid standards of quality — Tile-Tex is made up to a stand- 
ard — not down to a price. 
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Specification Data 



1. Material — shall be Tile-Tex as manufactured 
by The Tile-Tex Company, Chicago Heights, 
Illinois. Where special lines of Tile-Tex floor- 
ing are required, specify as follows: 

(a) For areas subject to grease and food abuse, 
specify "Greaseproof Tile-Tex" — (available 
in all Group C colors). 

(b) Where wood sub-floors or slightly uneven 
sub-floors are to receive Tile-Tex, specify 
"Flexible Tile-Tex" — (available in all Group 
C and Group D colors). 

(c) Where mortar-joint effect is desired, specify 
"Borderjoint Tile-Tex" — (information sent on 
request). 

(d) Where acid-resisting floors are required, 
specify colors to be selected from Groups 
A and B — (see color charts on pages 4 
and 5). 

2. Scope — all areas so indicated in schedule of 
floors or on plans and details. 

3. Foundations (sub-floors) — 

(a) Over double wood floors. 

These wood floors shall be smooth and 
sound and top floor composed of strip wood 
flooring, not wider than 3", tongue-and- 
grooved and sanded smooth, nailed tight 
and free from any springiness. Wood floors 
shall be subject to approval of the Tile- 
Tex contractor before application of Tile- 
Tex. Installation of Tile-Tex shall be made 
in strict accordance with the directions of 
The Tile-Tex Company, and shall include 
the application of Tile-Tex Felt before ap- 
plication of tile. (Specify Flexible Tile-Tex 
in 3/16" or Va" thicknesses for use over 
wood sub-floors.) 

(b) Over single wood floors. 

Install Vz" to W thickness of Tile-Tex 
Asphalt Floorcote in strict accordance with 
directions of The Tile-Tex Company. Tile- 
Tex Asphalt Floorcote shall be applied 
over expanded metal lath or suitable wire 
mesh reinforcement nailed to the wood 
sub-floor. 

(c) Over cement sub-floors. 

Cement sub-floors shall be steel troweled 
to a smooth finish and free from irregu- 
larities, holes, scale, and in all ways suit- 
able to receive Tile-Tex. The cement sub- 
floor shall be subject to the approval of the 
Tile-Tex contractor before application of 
Tile-Tex. Installation of Tile-Tex over ce- 



ment sub-floors shall be made in strict ac- 
cordance with the directions of The Tile- 
Tex Company. 

NOTE: Where cement sub-floors are at 
grade or below grade, cement sub-floors 
shall be primed with Tile-Tex Primer No. 70 
before application of tile, 
(d) Over Gypsum Plank or unfinished con- 
crete slab. 

The Tile-Tex contractor shall install %" to 
1" thickness of Tile-Tex Asphalt Floorcote 
in strict accordance with the directions of 
The Tile-Tex Company. Responsibility for 
the smoothness and levelness of the Tile- 
Tex Asphalt Floorcote shall rest upon the 
Tile-Tex contractor. 

4. Thickness, Color and Designs. 

All Tile-Tex shall be (Va"), (3/16"), or [Va") 
in thickness. All Tile-Tex shall be (Marble- 
ized) or (Plain) and laid according to the 
schedule and designs for Tile-Tex floors 
as found in these specifications. 

5. Bases. 

(a) Where Cove Base is desired, use the fol- 
lowing specifications: 

In all areas where Tile-Tex flooring is 
called for, Tile-Tex Molded Cove Base, 6" 
high, and/or Tile-Tex Set-On Cove Base, 
6" or 4" high, shall be installed in con- 
junction with the Tile-Tex flooring, in strict 
accordance with the directions of The Tile- 
Tex Company governing the installation 
of Cove Base. 

(b) Where Straight Base is desired, specify as 
follows: 

In all areas shown on plans or indicated 
in Base schedules, install E-Z-Flex Straight 
Base, 6", 5", or 4" high, in strict accord- 
ance with directions of The Tile-Tex Com- 
pany governing the installation of this type 
of Base. 

6. Installation. 

Installation of Tile-Tex flooring and/or 
Floorcote and/or Cove or Straight Base 
shall be made only by an authorized and 
approved Tile-Tex contractor. 

7. Guarantee. 

These floors shall be guaranteed jointly 
by The Tile-Tex Company and the Tile- 
Tex contractor against defects in workman- 
ship and materials for a period of one year 
from date of completion.

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Tile-Tex Molded Bases are made in several varieties, both 
coved and straight. The cross-sections shown above give you 
the structural details necessary in deciding just what type of 
base is most appropriate for any specific project. 

Tile-Tex Molded Cove Bases are made in two specific types — 
one with a coved lip of different thicknesses to finish flush 
with Tile-Tex flooring, and the other, Tile-Tex Set-On Cove 
Base, which is made with a cove that is installed on top of the 
floor, with a bull-nose edge that flows into the flooring. The 
latter type is exceptionally economical to install. Tile-Tex 
Molded Cove Base with lip is available in one size only — 6" 
high, 3/16" wall thickness, with either Vb" or 3/16" lip. Tile- 
Tex Set-On Cove Base is available in 3/16" wall thickness, 
bull-nosed at the top, and in two heights — 6" and 4". 

E-Z-Flex Straight Base is an economical, extraordinarily flexi- 
ble base, with a bull-nose top. This base can be heated and 
formed around corners without resorting to miters. E-Z-Flex 
Straight Base is available in three sizes — 4", 5", and 6" 
height, all Vb" wall thickness. For specification data on Tile-
